BIOGRAPHICAL DATA; 

BARBITAL is an energetic and intelligent young man 
born and raised in JaROSLAYY, Bland, where he lived with.hia 
parents, a sister and a brother at Ulica Gorsohowaka^o. Bis 
father, Stanislaw RYCHLOASAI, was Killed In Poland by Ukrainian • 
bandits in 1932. BARBITaL was arrested on the Hungarian border 
by German authorities in the winter of 1939 and sent to Ternopol, 
where he was held about three or four months, and then transferred 
to Auschwitz Concentration Camp. He was one of the first 
arrivals at this camp, and was held here until March 1943* when 
he was sent to Flossenburg. Here he was held until July 1943* when 
he was transferred to Dachau, where he was freed on 29 April 114-r 
by the Americans* 

; It was in Flossenburg Concentration Camp (near $Lden on. 
the Czeph border) that Abbeyfele first met BARBITAL. From this time 
on the two became very close friends. aBBEYFEJle relates one 
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incident where B;lt3ITAL volunteered tor a punishment of 25 lashes 
of the whip in Dacaau which were intended for the former. These 
leehiags would probably have cost the life of ABBLYrLLB due to 
his continued bad health and serious physical condition* 

Both were liberated from BaCBaU , and BARBITAL obtained living 
quarters in Munich with a privet* family at Kaiaeretr. 52, second 
floor, where he lived for approximately three months, when he 
moved to Unertlatr. 13, with hr* KRaUSHOLL. At approximately 
this time, he obtained a clerical Job with UNBKA in the Geraus 
museum in Munich* ABBKTFBLE maintained oooaaioaal contact with * 
BARBITAL after their departure in June. They remained the beet 
of friends, and BARBITAL was always anxious to accomplish any

OPERATIONAL DETAILS: fWJLV* cj 

On 2$ Ootob.r I9L6, BAfiBITAXi was brought to. Salzburg 
for discussions with ABBEY FELL and LOUGH concerning his willingness 
to return to Poland on a mission on behalf of the Americans. 

BARBITAL eagerly accepted the suggestions, end plana were made 
for his return to his heme in Jaroel&w via repatriation channels.* 

Be will be repatriated sometime within the next ten days, and 
anticipates his departure from Augsburg or Wildfelchen, Germany, 
as the repatriation Polish Mission no longer exists in l uni oh. 

It is anticipated that BARBITAL will have completed his mission 
and return approximately mi d- December 1946* 

Tentative plans for his return are the following: 

(a) To buy illegal passage on a Jewish refugee transport 
leaving Poland for either Germany or Austria. These 
transports usually originate in Cattowloz from where 
they proceed through Czeohoslavahia to Vienna and then 
to Linz. 

(b) BARBITAL will oontaot Illegal frontier orossea on the Polish -

BARBITAL is an anti -communist who has eur Tired the 
of the concentration camps. He belongs to that element 
of Polish democratic nationalists who are seeking closer contact 
with the United States, which in their opinion is the only 
country willing to giro active support for an independent 
democratic Poland without Itself manifesting any political or 
jmpariallstio motives. It will probably be several months 
before the desired contact with the Polish resistance hae bean 
made, out it is felt that BaRBITAL ie_a_eqotf>Ietely trust-worthy 
and loyal person for *Ms . 

Although h«f is hoi briefed specifically to obtain information 
concerning the Soviet intelligence, and seourlty organisations 
in Poland, it it expected that high level C.B* information 
as well as poeltiva military and economic information will 
follow* If this project^ materialises, future plane ere to 
establish direct oootunioatlon and courier routes into Poland 
to the various resistance movements headquarters. 
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
